The MPO is comprised of represen- 
tatives of the regional planning council, 
which in our case is the Merrimack Valley 
Planning Commission; the Regional Tran- 
sit Authority; the Executive Office of 
Transportation, under the direction of 
Barry Locke; and the State Department of 
Public Works. 

It is the function of the MPO to provide 
the coordination of efforts between these

various agencies, and to be the means for 
approval of programs of transportation 
development in the region. 

Between meetings of the MPO, the ap- 
proval process of new programs of 
highway and transportation development 
are carried out by votes of approval by the 
individual agencies without discussion or 
advice by the other agencies. 


The Feb. 6 meeting represented a 
renewal of a discussion process that will 
hopefully unite the interests of the region 
with the goals of state and interstate 
highway development and other forms of 
transportation support. 

At that meeting, it was disclosed that 
the proposed interchange for the Lowell 
Junction Industrial Park has not yet 
reached the design stage, as it waits for 
approval in an overall study of the I-93 cor- 
ridor. Local officials, including Town 
Manager Jared S. A. Clark and Regional 
Transit Authority designee Randolph 
Lehman-Becker, discussed the status of 
this important Andover projet with MPO 
members and support staff. 

In the process of the meeting, Secretary 
of Transportation Barry Locke pointed to 
the recently re-instated commuter rail 
service, and indicated that such extension 
of service are all on an ‘‘experimental 
basis,’ with the ridership of the service 
deciding whether or not the state will con- 
tinue its almost complete funding of the 
service. 

Locke noted, ‘‘There are too many other 
uses for that money if people are not going 
to use the service. We will give it a time to 
run and generate business, but if the 
business isn’t there, we would be hard- 
pressed to keep the funding up.’’ 

Representatives of both the State 


Transportation Office and the local transit 
authority presented enterprising plans for 
energy crisis alternatives, many of which 
can be started. now as conservation 
measures. The local region was also men- 
tioned as a possible site for use of pilot 
project money for the implementation of 
some of these programs. 

Chairman Robert LeBlanc, from the 


Transit Authority, told the state officials: 
“‘We are the one regional authority that 
has a plan ready to be implemented. Why 
not let us get started and show the others 
how it is done. With the wonderful 
cooperation of the local industries that 
have already worked with us, we would 
make a perfect test model. Let us be 
Number 1.”

Leap Year Explained 
By Planetarium 


With this month’s date of Feb. 29 as a 
reminder that another leap yearhas arriv- 
ed, the question in 1980 is not how many 
women will ask a man to marry them, but 
why leap year anyway? 

The. Planetarium at Boston’s Museum of 
Science explains the arbitrary adding of a 
day every four years as a way of compen- 
sating for the awkward 36542 days. The 
solution was to skip leap year at every 
turn of the century unless that year is 
divisible by 400. Thus the year 2000 will be 
a leap year, but 1900 was not. 

This formula works better, the 
Planetarium says, that did the Julian 
calendar instituted in the reign of Julius 
Caesar, which did not compensate for the 
several-minute gap. When Pope Gregory 
devised he Gregorian calendar in 1582, he 
wiped out ten days from the calendar. The

Energy Conference Held 


Lt. Governor Tom O’Neill welcomed 
State and local leaders from Lowell, 
Lawrence, Haverhill and the Merrimack 
Valley area to a residential energy con- 
ference at the University of Lowell’s 
Olney Science Building, Saturday, Feb. 9. 


The conference was the fifth in a series 
of regional conferences being held to train 
community leaders to save energy. The 
statewide conferences are being financed 
by a $300,000 Federal Department of 
Energy grant to O’Neill’s office. The ef- 
fort is part of the Lieutenant Governor’s 
committment to a strong conservation ef- 
fort at the grass-roots level. 

‘‘We are using one neighborhood in each 
of these three cities as a model to begin 
training sessions for people on how to best 
protect themselves from the high cost of 
fuel,’’ O’Neill said. ‘‘We’ve got the power 
for everyone of us to save energy in our 
homes and communities by using the sim- 
ple techniques we have at our fingertips.’ 

The morning session featured home 
energy improvement workshops on such 
subjects as how to save 25 percent of a 
home’s energy consumption by investing 
less than $200 and a weekend’s worth of 
work. 

The workshop illustrated that: 


— weatherstripping and caulking -a 
home for an average cost of $30, can save 
five to ten percent on an average fuel bill; 

— setting back the thermostat 72 
degrees F to 68 degrees in the daytime and 
60 degrees at night can save up to 180 
gallons of oil; 

— installing temporary plastic storm 
windows can save up to 310 gallons of oil 
and only costs approximately $30; 

— tuning up a furnace can save up to 12 
percent on a fuel bill; 

— installing tight fitting window shades 
cost just $30 and can save up to 110 gallon- 
sa of oil; 

— turning down and insulating a water 
heater can save $15-$25 and installing a 
flow restricter in the shower can save $20- 
$40 a year. 

“‘Conservation means making the same 
energy go much, much further,”’ O’Neill 
explained. ‘’These simple steps are the 
most cost-efficient ways to save heat and 
money this winter.’ 

Morning and afternoon workshops focus- 
ed on local neighborhood conservation 
projects in the Centralville area of Lowell,

Participants were given a complete run- 

down of all aspects of the projects; 
organization, training and communica- 
tion. Centers in each neighborhood will 
provide training for residents on conserva- 
tion techniques. People will then receive 
coupons redeemable at participating 
hardware stores entitling them to 15-25 
percent savings on energy conservation 
products. 

O’Neill worked closely on these 
neighborhood projects with Mayors 
Lawrence LeFebre of Lawrence, Thomas 
Vathally of Haverhill and city officials in 
Lowell. 

Representatives from ACTION in 
Washington; the Office of Energy Conser- 
vation, Massachusetts Department of 
Community Affairs and the planning 
department of the city of Fitchburg led a 
panel disucssion for community leaders

interested in establishing similar projects 
in their own communities. 

‘‘What we are doing,’’ O’Neill explained, 
“is giving people the technical know-how, 
and then giving them a break at the 
hardware store. Not only are we teaching 
people how to do this work, but we are 
making it cheaper for them to do it. 

‘‘We hope these programs will branch 
out so that neighbors will be teaching 
neighbors throughout Lowell, Lawrence 
and Haverhill and throughout the entire 
Commonwealth.”’

Job Share Project Underway 


Professional women who take time off 
from careers to have children often plan 


to 


resume working once their children 


start school. 

But many of them find full-time jobs 
seldom take advantage of their education 
and experience. 

Women in the Merrimack Valley area 
may soon find the solution to this dilemma 
is job sharing. 

Marcie Hohn and Kathy Wilson explain 


that job sharing calls for two people to 
divide the responsibilities of one full-time 
position. Each person thus holds a perma- 
nent part-time job, with salaries and 
benefits prorated according to the hours 
each works. 

Job sharing has proved successful for 


career women including teachers, social 
workers, engineers, computer operators, 
secretaries and librarians. For 
employers, job sharing can mean less 
absenteeism, and greater productivity and 
scheduling flexibility.

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Computer System Helps Monitor Olympic Pulse 


Some of the world’s strongest hearts 
will be pounding hard and fast in the 
chests of Olympic athletes as the Winter 
Games begin. 

But weaker hearts will be straining 
here, too — the hearts of harried team of- 
ficials, Olympic staff members and 
visiting diplomats. Those hearts are far 
less conditioned for the rigors of the Olym- 
pic extravaganza. Some will be taxed to 
their limits. And some — if past Olympic 
experience is any indication — may fail. 

Thanks to the innovative, precautionary 
heart-monitoring program underway right 
now at the Olympic Polyclinic at Lake 
Placid, these non-Olympian hearts will be 
protected more effectively than ever 
before. A specially designed computerized 
system from Hewlett-Packard Company’s 
Andover plant and a team from St. Clare’s 
Hospital of Schenectady N_Y., are seeing 
to that. , 


‘‘A number of visiting diplomats and 
staff members have a history of heart dis- 
ease,’’ says Dr. Gene Drago, chief of car- 
diology at St. Clare’s and chief cardiology 
advisor for the Olympics. ‘‘The system 
we’re using here allows us to perform 
electrocardiograms on some of these peo- 
ple as they arrive at the village, store the 
basic heart information in the computer 
and, if necessary, recall that information 
instantly to help diagnose any problems 
that may develop.”’ 


Not just those with heart disease are be- 
ing tested, Drago says. Anyone connected 
in some way to the Games, including 
athlets, may volunteer to have an ECG 
taken. 

Two remote ‘“‘heart carts,” donated to 
the Olympics by the Medical Products 
Division of Hewlett-Packard, actually do 
the monitoring. One is located at the

precautionary heart-monitoring program now 
underway at the Olympic Polyclinic in Lake 
Placid, N. Y. The innovative program is intended 


to assist doctors in the diagnosis of heart 
problems that tend to occur in non-athletes — 
Olympic officials, staff. members and visiting 
diplomats — during the Games. 
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polyclinic and the other is at Lake Placid 
Hospital. The carts are tied by telephone 
lines to a central Hewlett-Packard com- 
puter at St. Clare’s where test information 
is stored. 

Anyone who volunteers to be tested, and 
who later experiences chest pains or other 
heart irregularities, can have a second 
ECG taken by the remote carts. The cen- 
tral computer instantly analyzes the new 
information and, by comparing it with 
stored information, can help doctors 
diagnose the problem.

WASHINGTON -- Some of 
President Carter’s top poli- 
cymakers are giving him 
controversial advice. They 
want him to recognize the 
Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation. 

The presidential advisers 
believe this is the only way 
the United States can stop 
the Soviet squeeze on the 
Persian Gulf. Their advice is 
based on intelligence com- 
ing out of the Middle East. 

The reasoning goes like 
this: The invasion of Afghan- 
istan has put the Soviets 
within easy air-strike dis- 
tance of the Persian Gulf. 
They now have the military 
ower to choke off the jugu- 
ar vein which carries oil to 
the Western world. And the 
industrial nations will be 
absolutely dependent on 
Persian Gulf oil for at least 
two decades. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan has 
shocked’ the Moslem world. 
It is stark evidence that the 
Soviets are willing to devour 
their allies. So the Moslems 
have become extremely 
wary about Soviet offers of 
friendship. 

Thus, White House advis- 
ers are telling Carter that 
the Afghanistan conquest 
gives the United States an 
opportunity to rally the 

oslem world to its side. 
But this cannot possibly be 
accomplished without solv- 
‘ing the Palestinian problem.

associates was almost poetic 
in his assessment. “The 
Saudis,” he said, “are like 
gazelles in the jungle.

They will nev- 
er join in common cause 
with the United States until 
the Palestinian ~-question is 
settled.” 

Since the United States is 
dependent on Saudi Arabia 
for most of its overseas oil, 
the advisers argue, the pres- 
ident should recognize the 
PLO now, before the 
Afghanistan issue cools off. 

There is, however, a fly in 
the ointment. PLO leader 
Yassir Arafat was in the 
Soviet Union huddling with 
Kremlin leaders on the eve 
of the Afghan invasion. And 
other PLO leaders have 
announced their support of 
the Russian move _ into 
Afghanistan on the grounds 
that the Soviets were repel- 
ling ‘“‘pro-American 
elements.” One PLO official 
even went so far as to praise 
the Soviet presence there as 
“an important asset’ to the 
rest of the world. 

In sum, the president is 
being urged to recognize the 
PLO in order to offset the 
Soviet presence in Afghani- 
stan at the same time the 
PLO is supporting the Soviet 
move. You might call it a 
diplomatic puzzle. 

THANK YOU, CIA: The 
Canadian government has 


received a lot of favorable 
publicity -- and deservedly 
so -- for helping six Ameri- 
can diplomats escape from 
Iran. But a much maligned 
organization right here in 
the States also deserves 
some credit -- the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 

The six Americans who 
escaped are not talking 
about their dramatic adven- 
ture because they don’t want 
to say anything to endanger 
the lives of the brave people 
who helped them or the hos- 
tages who are still in Iran. 

But our sources say it is 
safe to lift the veil of secre- 
cy just a bit. We have 
learned that State Depart- 
ment officials turned to the 
CIA as soon as they discov- 
ered that half a dozen diplo- 
mats had escaped the U.S. 
Embassy takeover last 
November. 

Some CIA operatives put 
their own lives on the line to 
save the six diplomats. At 
various times, the escapees 
were hidden in CIA “safe 
houses” that were still main- 
tained in Tehran. The CIA 
also helped to provide the 
false Iranian visas and other 
documents that were used to 
trick the Iranians into let- 
ting the Americans leave the 
country. 

STING SCENE: In_ its 
recent “sting” operation, the 
FBI netted a_ half-dozen 
prominent congressmen who 
allegedly accepted bribes 
from agents Bae as 
wealthy Arab sheiks. But it 
has upset some prominent

Arab Americans. The influ- 
ence-peddling probe was 
code-named ABSCAM, 
which stood for ‘Arab 
Scam.” And the Arab-Amer- 
icans say the name enhances 
the stereotype of the wheel- 
ing-dealing petroleum 
potentate anxious to buy 
favors with bribes. 

NAP OF LUXURY: USS. 
congressmen are permitted 
to furnish their well- 
appointed offices virtually 
any way they like -- and the 
taxpayers, of course, pick up 
the tab. In one three-month 
period last year, members 
of the House of Representa- 
tives spent nearly $35,000 on 
new furniture. They also 
lavished close to $100,000 on 
10,000 yards of plush new 
carpeting. The legislators 
are free to purchase as 
much carpeting as they like, 
and they apparently like a 
lot. There are Several 
employees on the House and 
Senate payrolls who do noth- 
ing but install rugs in the 
offices on Capitol Hill. 


PRAGMATIC VOTER: At 
least one vote that Jimmy 
Carter got in the Iowa cau- 
cuses was not cast out of any 
devotion to his political 
viewpoints. A Mrs. Esther

square feet or less. 

SBAC will provide assistance for a 
renovation-addition project up to 94,000 
square feet. 

Current committee thinking is to include 
Memorial Auditorium in the conversion of 
Doherty to a junior high plant. 

The auditorium, for which there is con- 
siderable feeling among townspeople, 
since it is a memorial to World War I 
veterans, would allow including the 27,000 
square feet in with the 100,000 total square 
footage for the new plant. 

If it is not feasable that there will have 
to be allowance of 9,000 square feet in the 
total planning. 

Gropper explained that the 100,000 
square foot figure for the proposed 
renovation-addition of Doherty is being 
used to accomodate some inefficiencies 
inherent in conversion of a building. 

While the school committee has not for- 
mally voted on the proposed square 
footage guidline, members who were pre-

The selectmen closed the warrant Mon- 
day night, and among the last articles to 
be inserted for a Town Meeting vote were 
two private articles that would prohibit 
the transport of nuclear wastes through 


#! any part of Andover by any vehicle, at any 


time. 

Walter McKerdich of 32 Washington 
Ave., has submitted the private articles. 
The first would ask the state legislation to 
prohibit, by state law, the transport of 
nuclear waste materials through An- 
dover; the second would ask the state 
legislature to enable the town to prohibit 
such transport, by enacting a town by-law. 

“It is presently lawful to- transport 
nuclear wastes through Andover,’’ Town 
Manager Jared S. A. Clark told the 
selectmen, ‘‘But I am not sure if it is 
within the purview of the town to prohibit 
such transport.”’ 

As private articles, McKertich’s 
proposals required. no action by the 
selectmen, and havea been inserted into 
the warant. 


Parking Lot 


The selectmen also considered an arti- 
cle to improve a downtown parking lot 


| leased by the town, to offer all-day park- 


ing. The article has been proposed by the 
Central Business District Committee, 
after more than two years of study. 

Owned by Charles Shattuck, the lot is 
located behind the bowling alley and the 
Town Grill. The town currently holds a 
three-year lease on the lot, renewable for 
three years, the town manager said. 

“When we changed the parking lot 
behind the Town hall from one-hour to 
two-hour parking, we created a problem 
for downtown businesses and employess of 
the Town Hall, ” said Frank McBride, 
Chamber of Commerce president. ‘‘There 
is now a lot for consumers, but no all-day 
parking.”’ 

McBride said the proposed warrant arti- 
cle calls for 36 spaces to be created in the 
Shattuck lot, with the addition of new pav- 
ing, lines and lighting, as well as regular 
police patrol. These improvements would 
depend on the town’s obtaining a long- 
term lease on the lot, he added. 

The selectmen balked at the idea of 
spending money to improve a lot not own- 
ed by the town, in order to offer free park- 
ing. ‘‘The board’s feeling is, let’s make 
things pay for themselves whenever 
possible,’’ Selectman James Abramson 
said. ‘‘We will not continue to contribute 
money for nothing back in return.”’ 

Selectman Norma Gammon pointed out 
that, in addition to improving the lot, the 
town would be required to ‘‘maintain the 
lot — with plowing, salting, and sanding. 
We are under a tax cap,’’ she told 
McBride. 

The selectmen suggested the Central 
Business District committee amend the 
article to call for a long-term lease and 
paid parking, with ‘‘a minimal fee for all- 
day parking,’ said chairman Edward M. 
Harris. ‘Enough to make the lot pay for 
itself, and still make a small profit.”’

mamager warned the town could be ‘‘go- 
ing into the parking business with the addi- 
tion of more paid parking.” 


“We already have parking for buses, for 
commuter rail, and for people working 
downtown,”’ he said. ‘‘We spend $12,000 a 
year on signs to regulate parking. We have 
to take a comprehensive look at the park- 
ing situation.’’ Paid parking, he added, is 
only ‘‘a partial answer.” 


Before closing the warrant, the 
selectmen approved the insertion of a final 
article, a proposed zoning bylaw prepared 
by Tom Arnold, director of development 
and planning. The proposed bylaw would 
limit the amount of earth material, such 
as sand and gravel, that could be removed 
from the site of a proposed. subdivision. 


Liquor Policy 
In other business before the selectmen 
Monday night, the town manager 
presented a suggested liquor policy, which 
the board could use in administering li- 
quor licenses. 


The selectmen, who have had no written 
liquor policy to work with, voted to accepi 
the suggested guidelines. ‘‘We want con- 
sistency in dealing with liquor licens : 
holders,’’ said selectman Lawrence J. 
Sullivan. ‘‘With all things taken into con- 
sideration, our measure of justice should 
be the same for everyone.”’ 


The recommended guidelines call for: 

— the Town Clerk to keep a file on each 
liquor license holder, which would include 
any action taken on the license, from reap- 
proval to disciplinary action; 


— the board to consider (1) a formal 
reprimand on the first violation of town or 
state laws (2) a license suspension of 1-14 
consecutive days on the second offense, 
and (3) a license suspension of 1-30 days 
and/or removal or permanent suspension 
of the license, depending on the severity of 
the infraction, on the third offense. 


The selectmen could contemplate more 
severe or less severe action in any in- 
stance,’’ Clark said. ‘‘These are simply 
recommendations.” 


The new policy would take into con- 
sideration only the preceding 36 calendar 
months of the license holder’s record. 
“License holders are constantly subjected © 
to the attack of minors trying to buy li- 
quor, and once in a while someone is bound 
to get through,’ Clark explained. One 
violation a year is a fairly good record, 
and I think we should show some 
forgiveness.” 


Later in the meeting, Public Works 
Director Bob McQuade presented a sewer 
plan to the board, including a plan for a 
future sewer system. 
likely to increase by 7,000 in the next 20 
years, necessitating changes in the .

School Decision 


Last week the school adminisration announced 
transfers of several adminstrators to go along with the 
closing of the Doherty school in June. 

The transfers result in one administrator, Dr. 
Richard McGrail being assigned to work on redistric- 
ting and also to be liaison with the school building com- 
mittee as it proceeds toward the renovation of Doherty 
into an East Junior High. 

At the same meeting, a group of Doherty parents ask- 
ed the school committee for consideration in the move 
of their youngsters from that building to another. 

No doubt, they were hopeful that the entire Doherty 
population could be transferred to Bancroft, where Mrs. 
Lois Haslam, has been assigned as principal. 

These same parents had pledged earlier to abide by 
the final school committee decision on school closing, 
even if their neighborhood building was chosen as the 
one to be closed due to declining enrollment and the 
need to ctnvert a building to a junior high. 

It would seem apparent that while the school closing 
and building program decisions have been made and the 
accompanying controversy somewhat calmed, the bat- 
tle lines may already be forming on the next issue- 
redistricting. 

Once the new school districts are established, there is 
little doubt there will be some disenchantment. 

We believe that if there is any traumatic effect in the 
transfer of a child from one school to another, it is not 
with the youngster. They seem to adapt quite readily to 
new environments. We trust that the administration in 
its overall realignment of professional personnel, will 
leave the school system not in chaos, but in a state of 
harmonious educational program. 

The overall program being worked on at present is 
aimed at providing an improved educational plant for 
all youngsters in Andover, and ultimately a better 
educational program. 

It probably is time for the residents of Andover to now 
look upon their school system as one not of 
neighborhood educational buildings, but rather as a 
general community school system. 

If the administration, school committee and 
townspeople can accept that, then quite possibly the 
long overdue school building program can be launched 
on smoother waters in the coming weeks and months. 


Paid Parking 


Selectmen this week were apprised of the possibility 
that parking areas in town may one day become paid 
lots. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark advised the 


selectmen that at a conservative estimate, it now costs 
about .$40,000 annually to enforce parking regulations, 
maintain lots, etc. 


He reiterated a matter presented to the board a year 
ago, which indicated that there is a growing need to es- 
tablish parking controls through stickers and fees in 
municipal parking areas. 

Improvement of the Shattuck parking lot off Park 
Street, could be underwritten by establishing a fee it 
was suggested. 

We feel that while the thought is fine, fees won’t be 
very acceptable to Andover residents. 

Voters at town meeting have constantly refused to 
support funding of parking areas when proposed either 
by administrators, Chamber of Commerce or business 
people. 

For some reason, while there is constant clammer for 
improved parking in the central business district area, 
there never is the financial support to back up the de- 
mand. 


The other, and more obvious reason, is that Andover . 


taxpayers, who now support many municipal agencies 
through user fees over and above their tax dollars, 
could rightly bock at a buck to plunk their car, already 
costing a fortune to run, in a downtown parking lot to go 
shopping. 

So, if there is a thought to charging, how about con- 
sidering exempting the Andover residents, who already 
are paying sufficient dues toward municipal operation. 
The all-day, commuters, and other parkers might be 
considered in the paying category, but let’s get a little 
something free as a taxpayer, once in a while. 


Traffic Lights 


The traffic lights in Shawsheen Square, one of An- 
dover’s busiest intersections, are out of order and will 
remain so for some time. 

Machinery to properly operate them was broken 
recently and obtaining parts is difficult, according to 
state Department of Public Works people, who main- 
tain the lights. 

It is not unusual. 

Parts for these lights as well as many others in An- 

dover and other communities are hard to come by and 
apparently the state does little to establish a supply. 
_ What the state and federal government do more fre- 
quently than maintain existing regulatory lights and 
parts for them, is change the regulations for their in- 
stallation. For instance, the size of the lens is altered 
and standardized as is the proper location for signals at 
intersections, which result in whole new installations at 
considerable expense. 

It is a general indication of how economics and reason 
fail to mesh when entangled in a beauracratic maze. 

Meanwhile drive carefully through Shawsheen 
Square.

Detroit — Availability and supply of 
materials are of deep concern to the 


automobile industry, which uses 68 


percent of all the lead used in this 
country, 33 percent of all the zinc, 20 
percent of the steel and 9 percent of 
the aluminum. 

Since the shortages of 1972 and 1973, 
when soaring car sales put a strain on 
materials supply, auto makers have 
studied the issue at length. 

Barring unpredictable conse- 
quences, Detroit appears confident 
that, at least for the short term, raw- 
material shortages are not a serious 
problem. 

“The sales booms of '72 and ’73 are 
good examples of what can happen 
when production capacities are push- 
ed beyond their limits,’”’ says W. D. 
Compton, vice president of research, 
Ford Motor Co. As head of the auto 
company’s search efforts, Compton’s 
interest in materials focuses on how 
to make cars lighter and more ef- 
ficient, not only by new uses of 
familiar materials such as aluminum, 
steel and plastics, but by possible 
adaptation of exotice substances far 
into the future. 

Looking back at the shortages suf- 
fered in 1972-73, which created serious 
production bottlenecks and stymied 
the ability to meet customer demand, 
Compton sees a blessing in disguise. 
“From those experiences, we learned 
a lot about the importance of solid 
long-range planning and material 
strategies,’’ he says. ‘‘We’re building 
in safeguards not to protect against 
the occurrence of these situations as 
we move into the anticipated expan- 
ding market of the 1980’s. 

According to Compton, two in- 
cidents of the 1970’s pinpointed 
another industry supply problem — 
reliance on imported materials. ‘‘The 
Arab oil embargo was the main one,”’ 
says Compton. ‘‘This lesson was 
amplified . . . when Jamaica, from 
which we buy 60 percent of our baux- 
ite, slapped a major royalty increase 
on that important material. Definite- 
ly, these actions confirmed there are 
geopolitical areas that could give us 
more accessibility problems. It’s a 
volatile matter that receives a great 
deal of management attention.’’ 

Material costs are a serious 
problem, says Ford’s research head: 
“Before, these costs have tracked 


cost-of-living and inflationary costs

Many fatal travel accidents caused 
by poor control of a vehicle are due to 
shock absorber neglect, according to 
the American Automotive Associa- 
tion. 


Truthfully now, when is the last 
time you thought to have your shock 
absorbers checked? 

Does your vehicle have over 20,000 
miles registered on its speedometer? 
Does your vehicle ‘‘feel’’ as it once 
did many miles back? 

It is hard to steer at high speeds, 
ride hard or pitch excessively on 
turns? 

Do you bounce on rough or uneven 
roadways? 


Any of the above systems may 
mean you have a need for shock 
replacement. The Automotive Club of 
the Merrimack Valley suggests there 
are three things you can do to keep 
tabs on your shock absorber:

That may seem surprising in view 
of the many conveniences like air con- 
ditioning, automatic transmission and 
the power assists that are on a majori- 
ty of the passenger cars traveling 
today’s highways. 

Some critics insist that products of 
the Seventies — in and out of the auto 
industry — “‘just aren’t built the way 
they used to build them.”’ That’s true. 
Today’s automobile is a highly com- 
plex unit of machinery but the 
average buyer doesn’t want a simple 
machine anymore.

Sometimes a battery that appears 
“dead’’ can be restored by having it 
charged. 


Replace your battery only if: 

— One or more of the cells is 
damaged or weakened and will not 
hold a charge. 


— The battery is under-powered 
because of the climate or electrical 
accessories added to the car’s original 
equipment. 


— The battery case shows damage. 
Too many car owners trying to get the 
last bit of power from their cars’ 
batteries end up paying for road calls 
and buying batteries with no chance 
for comparison shopping. 


Batteries dont ‘‘die’’ they wear out, 
the director of technical services for 
the Automotive Parts & Accessories 
Association points out. 


Director Tim Tierney offered the 
following recommendations for buy- 
ing a battery: 


— Know the outside dimensions of 
your present battery. A new battery 
should be neither too large nor too 
small for the holder. 


— Check the voltage by counting the 
cells (compartments) in your present 
battery. If there are six cells, you 
have a 12-volt battery; three cells 
means six volts. 


— The replacement battery should 
be at least as powerful as the original 
equipment which came with your car. 
The greater the power drain from 
electrical accessories or climate, the 
higher the battery’s power rating 
should be.

Pressure 
Important 


Triple-A reminds motorists whose 
cars are equipped with radial tires 
that such tires may appear un- 
derinflated at normal inflation 
pressures. This is due to their lower 
sidewall stiffness compared to other 
tires. Don’t add air just because the 
tires look soft. This may cause 
overinflation, resulting in excessive 
wear or increased vulnerability to 
road damage. To be sure, check air 
pressure with a gauge and follow the 
manufacturer’s recom-mendations 
for air pressure.

Killer 


On an extremely cold morning a few 
years ago, a New Jersey man started 
the engine of his car and left it to 
warm in the garage while he finished 
his morning grooming. 

Within an hour, he andhis wife and 
their two sons were dead. 

Carbon monoxide was the killer. 

With the garage door closed and all 
the house windows shut, deadly fumes 
from he car’s exhaust soon filled the 
house. The community’s chief of 
police said that without ventilation, 
death must have come quickly. 

Carbon monoxide, a chief compo- 
nent of exhause gases, colorless, 
odorless and tasteless. It is especially 
threatening during the cold winter 
months when drivers tend to keep 
windows shut and oxygen supplies get 
low. A faulty exhaust system can 
allow enough of the gas to leak into 
the passenger compartment causing 
the driver to become dizzy and 


nauseous. When this happens, accor- . 


ding to the American Medical 
Association, accidents are almost in- 
evitable. 

Though difficult to detect, a small 
amount of carbon monoxide will cause 
a slight headache, followed by a throb- 
bing in the temples. 

Severe headache, nausea, vomiting, 
loss of muscular control or dim vision 
means that the carbon monoxide level 
is getting dangerously low. Weakness, 
dizziness and collapse follow, leading 
to coma and convulsions. 

The gas is produced by imperfectly 
burned motor fuel. An excess may be 
formed by faulty engine adjustments, 
but even a well tuned engine may leak 
enough of the gas to be fatal. 

Chief Daner points are faulty gas- 
kets, defective exhaust systems and 
clogged exhaust pipes. 


Oddities 


In Names 
For Cars 


The penchant of modern auto 
manufacturers to christen their 
vehicles with names like Mustang, 
Maverick, Cougar, Javelin, Road 
Runner, and other beasts and objects 
is really nothing new. 

As a matter of fact, early 
automobiles bore some names which 
according to the American 
Automobile Association, might well 
be considered the forerunners of 
today’s designations. 

A look through the column of a roll 
call of American-made motor 
vehicles compiled by an AAA affiliate 
several years ago, turns up some od- 
dities. Including names of passenger 
cars, trucks, buses, taxis and even 
fire engines, there are some 5,000 en- 
tries — most of which have since pass- 
ed from the scene. 

For example, there is the Apple of 
1909 vintage. The American Chocolate 
was produced in 1903 and the 
Available came out in 1910. 

Other rare names on the list in- 
clude: 

Black Cow (1905), Bob Cat (1923), 
Calorie (1904), Coyote (1909), Desert 
Flyer (1908), Energetic (1909).

Important 


Many motorists feel it 
is not worth the expense 
to have their front end 
wheels aligned because 
of the rough road con- 
ditions, namely 
potholes, they much 
continually drive over. 


However, safety has 
to be the main con- 
Sideration of all 
motorists with vehicle 
maintenance costs run- 
ning a close second, ad- 
vises the AAA. 


Prior to the advent of _ 


power steering, it was 
easy for the driver to 
notice when his car’s 
front end was acting un- 
usual. Now a hydraulic 
cushion hides all but the 
most serious defects — 
or the parts wear or go 
out of adjustment so 
| gradually that you don’t 
notice it. Often the first 
indication of wheel 
alignment trouble is in 


different steering. On | 


the road, you may notice 


that your car tends to | 


wander and is hard to 
keep on a straight line. 


If your steering wheel 
fails to center when 
steering straight ahead 
on a flat pavement in 
the absence of wind, it 
may be misalignment, 
bent or worn parts. If 
your front tires begin to 
show more wear on one 
side of the tread than 
the other, your wheel 
alignment is probably at 
fault. 


A misaligned tire 
tends to be dragged 
sideways instead of roll- 
ing on the pavement. 
This is why an out of line 
wheel can increase tire 
wear as much as 50 per- 
cent. : 


The Auto Club 
Suggests whenever your 
suspicions about poor 
steering lead you to 
thing about misalign- 
ment, you have the tire 
pressure checked before 
jumping to conlcusions. 


There are, of course, 
other causes of poor 
Steering.

Monoxide 


Killer 


On an extremely cold morning a few 
years ago, a New Jersey man started 
the engine of his car and left it to 
warm in the garage while he finished 
his morning grooming. 

Within an hour, he andhis wife and 
their two sons were dead. 

Carbon monoxide was the killer. 

With the garage door closed and all 
the house windows shut, deadly fumes 
from he car’s exhaust soon filled the 
house. The community’s chief of 
police said that without ventilation, 
death must have come quickly. 

Carbon monoxide, a chief compo- 
nent of exhause gases, colorless, 
odorless and tasteless. It is especially 
threatening during the cold winter 
months when drivers tend to keep 
windows shut and oxygen supplies get 
low. A faulty exhaust system can 
allow enough of the gas to leak into 
the passenger compartment causing 
the driver to become dizzy and 
nauseous. When this happens, accor- 
ding to the American Medical 
Association, accidents are almost in- 
evitable. 

Though difficult to detect, a small 
amount of carbon monoxide will cause 
a slight headache, followed by a throb- 
bing in the temples. 

Severe headache, nausea, vomiting, 
loss of muscular control or dim vision 
means that the carbon monoxide level 
is getting dangerously low. Weakness, 
dizziness and collapse follow, leading 
to coma and convulsions. 

The gas is produced by imperfectly 
burned motor fuel. An excess may be 
formed by faulty engine adjustments, 
but even a well tuned engine may leak 
enough of the gas to be fatal. 

Chief Daner points are faulty gas- 
kets, defective exhaust systems and 
clogged exhaust pipes.

Black Cow (1905), Bob Cat (1923), 
Calorie (1904), Coyote (1909), Desert 
Flyer (1908), Energetic (1909).

Oxidized paint looks chalky or gives 
the appearance of a film hiding the 
true color of your car. 

You will have to use a cleaner to 
remove the dead paint, and a wax to 
lay on a new protective coating. A 
combination cleaner-wax will do the 
job in one step. 

Cleaners and waxes come in a wide 
range of choices, from wax- 
impregnated cloths to sprays, liquids 
and pre-softened pastes. Many car 
buffs stock several different types of 
waxes so they can do a quick job ora 
real elbow-greaser, depending on how 
much time they have. Polish one sec- 
tion at a time, using a circular motion 
to apply the wax and making sure to 
overlap sufficiently.

Seatbelts 
Socially 
Unacceptable 


Is it possible that 81.5 percent of 
America’s drivers display feelings 
that their station is life is unsatisfac- 
tory, that they are powerless to 
change it, don’t go to church, lack 
social support from outside groups, 
have no more than a high school 
education, are either unduly 
aggressive or overly shy and even 
neglect their health? 

A survey conducted by a team of 
public health experts from John 
Hopkins University, working under 


. the auspices of the National Center 


for Epidemiology, seems to indicate 
that there may be a correlation 
between these psychological and 
social quirks and why people don’t 
wear their seats belts. 

The Hopkins survey was conducted 
in Washington County, Maryland. 
Three questionnaires, containing in- 
formation which would indicate psy- 
chological, social and other reasons 
why (or why not) people wear their 
seat belts, was distributed to 1530 ran- 
domly picked people. The results 
were evaluated on only those people 
who indicated they didn’t wear their 
belts. According to the researchers, 
data has indicated that people are 
more likely to lie about using their 
belt because of a social stigma which 
surrounds not wearing seat belts. 

According to the final results more 
women said they didn’t use their belts 
than men. Non-use is greater among 
the young, non-married, divorced and 
separated, although a married woman 
is less likely to use her seat belt than 
an unmarried woman.
